ALASKA's J.R. Gildersieeve 
School is located on the J.R. 
Gildersleeve Camp (left), a 
floating logging camp that's 
home to 10 lumberjack fam- 
ilies. The camp is pulled by a 
tugboat along the Alaskan 
coast. It anchors in coves while 
the lumberjacks go ashore and 
cut trees. When they're finished, the camp travels to a new 
area. Fifteen kids attend the school, including Beth Y, a 
sixth-grader, and Chris E., a seventh-grader. 





Nickelodeon Magazine: Do you get seasick in school? 
Chris E.: Only when it’s really rough, with three- or four- 
foot waves, or when there are 60-mile-per-hour winds.

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AUSTRALIA’s Outback is a grassy, dry region that 
covers more than half of the country (above). It is home to 
aboriginal and ranching families, But because the families 
that live there are so spread out, it's impossible for many 
of the kids to travel to a school. Instead, there is the Alice 
Springs School of the Air. Each of the school's 110 stu- 
dents tunes in to school on a short-wave radio to 
get lessons. We spoke to Derek Thomas, the assistant 
principal, and Elizabeth Richter-Cross, a teacher.

Nickelodeon Magazine: How can you tell if kids are 
paying attention if you can’t see them? 

Elizabeth Richter-Cross: You get the kids to talk as 
a group. 


NM: How do students get tested and graded? 

Derek Thomas: They mail their work to us every 10 
days. Some families have a plane deliver their mail only 
once a week. Some families have to drive to get their 
mail, We grade it and send it back within one week. So it 
takes about three weeks, from beginning to end. Also, 
every so often, we have overnight patrols and three-day 
patrols where the teacher drives out to visit the students. 
Sometimes we fly there. 


NM: How often do the students tune in? 

DT; As a class, they tune in three mornings each week. 
Then there’s a private lesson time for 10 minutes in the 
afternoon, when each student goes one-on-one with a 
teacher. 


NM: What's it like to be on short-wave radio? 

DT: When it works, it’s great. But when it doesn’t, it’s 
frustrating. Sometimes, when the reception is bad, you 
can only hear one kid. 
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NM: What’s the best excuse your students have given 
for not doing their homework? 

DT: “I sent it three weeks ago.” And we never really 
know if they’re telling the truth or not, with the system 
here. 


NM: Do kids ever turn you off? 
ERC: That rarely happens. We just call them right up on 
the phone, and say, “Turn the radio back on,” 


NM: On ascale of 1 to 10, what do you think of this 
excuse: “A thorny devil* ate it.” 

ERC: A 10. I like that one for its originality. 

DT: I'll only give it a 9, to change it for something 
better—how about “A mouse plague ate it”? We get 

a lot of those around here.
